Crop and Btook Report of the Depart- 


ment of Agriculture. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—The repori of 


the Department of Agriculture for April 
relates to the condition of winter grain 
and comparative bealthfulness of farm 
animals. The returns show the condition 
of the soil at the time of seeding wheat 
was 
somewhat 
unfavorable in 
the 


States of the Atlantic and gulf coasts, 
owing to drouths of the late summer and 
autumn—most severe fn portions of Penn- 
sylvania, Maryland and Virginia, and in 
parts of Texas. The same unfavorable 
conditions prevailed in Western Muiour.i 
and Kansas. The continued 'dry weather 
made plowing difficult, seeding late and, 
in localities where it wa* unbroken when 
winter set in, germinating was slow and 
the fall growth small. " ... 
: ,.,. 


In the great wheat States of the Central 


West from Tennessee to Missouri the 
seed-bed tor the greater part of the area 
was 
In favorable condition, and, with 


local exceptions, the plant made good 
growth before going into winter quarters. 


On the Pauinc slope the early seeding 


tlina was dry, but rains came later and 
the whole earth was put In fair condition, 
though somewhat aftor the usual date. 
The covering of snow during the early 
portion of tbe winter was better than us- 
ual over a large part of the wheat area, 
but there are from many sections com- 
plaints of scanty protection during very 
trying weather since February 15. 


Tho month of March was the most 


severe for a stories of years, the tem- 
perature being below the average over 
the whole wheat area east of the Missis 
•ippi, and alternate freezing and thawing 
brought damage to the bare fields, espe 
elally in notion and poorly drained land. 
Pennsylvania, Virginia and Ohio suffered 
severely from the inclemence. 


Tho general average of condition is 18, 


the sumo as in 1981, and higher than at tbe 
same date in 1883 and 1885, when it was 
80 and 70 respectively. The April condi- 
tion of last year was 93.5 which was still 
further improved by favorable weatbei 
during the month. 


The averages for the principal States 


are: New York, 97; Pennsylvania, 70; 
Maryland, 82; Virginia, 79; Texas, 79; Ten- 
nessee, 94; Kentucky, 93; Ohio, 79; Michi- 
gan, 
92; Indiana, 90; Kansas, 83; Califor- 


nia, 
92; Oregan, 93. 


Damage fromtlie Hess witty is compara- 


tively unnoticed. Us presence is men- 
tioned in from one to four counties of New 
York, Texas, Ohio, Pennsylvania and 
Mlrhigan.

Political Probabilities for 1888. 


WASHINGTON, April 
11.—During 
tha 


past week there has been much gossip 
and speculation here on the political 
probabilities of 1888. Opinions of public 
men vary somewhat, ;but In tho main reach 
the conclusion that despite his alleged 
declarations to the contrary, President 
Cleveland will be required to again enWi 
the Held as the Democral.li; nominee. This 
is predicted by such prominent politi 
clans as Senator Vest, Representative 
Springer and a score of others whose 
lights are quit* as brilliant in the politi 
ealfleld. Senator Vest, safs: 


"If Cleveland'a administratton continues 


as it has gone on for two years, and the 
country has no financial hurricane to 
sweep over it, he will be nominated and 
elected, no matter who is the Republican 
candidate. To-day Cleveland can defeat 
any man in tho Union. The people at 
large know he is honest and fearless in 
bis duty. He works harder than any sub- 
ordinate under him, and he wants others- 
to do their work also." 


While Mr. Vestdoos nolprofess tokiiow 


much of Republican probabilities, he 
thinks it is quite evident that Mr. Blainc 
and Mr. Sherman are the leading candi- 
dates. Referring to these gentlemen, the 
Senator recently said: 


"Both are men of unquestionable ability, 


but no two public men can bo more unlike 
In temperament and demeanor. Blame i» 
a dashing, magnetic leader, whose follow- 
ers would die for him, whilst Sherman is 
cold, deliberative and commands respect 
for bis talents, but no enthusiasm or per- 
sonal devotion. I have no doubt Mr. Blaine 
can be nominated it he wants It, or can 
name the nominee if he don't care (or tha 
nomination himself.

WASHINGTON, April 10.—The President 


last night appointed as commissioners to 
investigate the affairs of the Pacific rail- 
roads, under the act passed by the last 
Congress, Robert E. Pattison, of Pennsyl- 
vania; E. Ellery Anderson, of New York, 
and David Little, of Illinois. 


Mr. Pattison was born iu Maryland, 


graduated from the Philadelphia High 
School in 1873, and was 
admitted to 


the bar the 
same year. • In 1877 ho 


was nominated by the Democrats for 
comptroller of that city and was elected, 
and re elected in 1880. In 1883 he was 
nominated by the Democrats for Governor 
Pennsylvania, and was elected by a large 
majority. He retired from that office last 
January and resumed the practice of law 
in Philadelphia. 


Mr. Anderson was born in 1833, graduat- 


ed at Harvard College In. 1852, was admit- 
ted to the New York City bar in 1854, and 
has since been in active practice of his 
profession in thst city. In politics he has 
always been a Democrat, and has been 
connected.with many of the reform move- 
ments In 
the city. 
He 
was one of 


tbe 
leading men in 
the organiza- 


tion, 
ot 
tlie 
county 
Democracy, 


and was for some time chairman of its 
general committee. He has been specially 
connected with much important litigation, 
involving the close examination of ac- 
counts and methods of railroad corpora- 
tions.

The mortal remains of the late Justice 


fohn M. Lowry were consigned to the 
rave in Greenwood Cemetery Sunday 
ifternoon wi£h impressive military hon- 


>rs, conducted by his comrades of Dnn- 
inm Poet No. 141, G. A. H., who turned 
out to the number of one hundred or 
more. The funeral service was held in 
.he lecture room of the First M. E.

ably iiullgnnnt, and re\ unged herself 
by breaking through her -.ex's tibiial 
rule and publishing the i undent in her 
set.

TOBACCO CULTURE. 


How the Delicate Plants May Bo Sncc«ia> 


fully ItelMd In Northern StBtw. 


The first thing to be considered in 


raising a crop is the seed. It is ol 
groat importance to secure good seed 
and true to tho name, which should be 
secured of some reliable seed firm or 
honest grower 
in one's immediate 


neighborhood. II it is wished to test 
the germinating qualities of the seed, 
place some between lolds of dark 
woolen cloth, laid on a platter; set this 
in a warm place, as a mantle shelf, 
near a • stove-pipe, keeping the seeds 
warm and quite moist. In about a 
week sprouts will start fcnd can be 
readily seen on the dark background. 
The best kind for cigar-leaf, all things 
considered, is Havana seed, sometimes 
called Spanish; the next best is Connec- 
ticut; after that follows Little Dutch. 
The quantity to sow is about three- 
fourths of an ounce to the acre, which 
should be sown on 
one hundred 


or 
one hundred 
and 
twenty-five 


square feet surface of 
beds. The 


southeast or south exposure is the best 
position for beds, which, at all events, 
should be shielded from northwest and 
west winds. 


Lay out the beds three feet wide, and 


any length desired; fertilizers from hen 
house or pig-pen are preferable, to- 
gether with a good coat ol unleached 
wood ashes, to combine the alkali of the 
ashes with the acids of the fertilizers 
above mentioned. Spade and respade, 
until the fertilizers are thoroughly 
mixed with the soil. 
Work down the 


surface fine and smooth. 
The proper 


time to make the beds is as soon as the 
soil dries out so it can be worked fine 
and mealy, and 
has a perceptible 


warmth which, in the|East and West, is 
the first week in April, but varies with 
each season. Three or four days before 
sowing the seed, put it into a bowl, 
or other vessel, cover with warm water 
and keep in a warm place. When the 
seed is ready to sow, layout the beds as 
directed. 
Then 
stake a foot-wide 


board on the north and a six-inch board 
on the south side. Make » frame of 
narrow strips of board, three feet wide 
and as long as convenient; on this tack 
common brown cotton cloth. This is 
to be placed on the boards at each side 
of your beds, and makes a primitive 
hot-bed. The advantagesjof the cloth 
are that it keeps off the frost and cold 
winds, keeps the surface from drying 
out, breaks the force of rain drops aud 
keeps tho heat from radiating at night. 
The frames should be removed every 
pleasant and sunshiny day, and after 
the leaves of the plants are as large as 
your finger-nail, should be removed 
entirely, except when there is danger of 
frost. 


When ready to sow the seed, drain oft 


all the water from it and mix each 
ounce with about four quarts of dry 
sand, ashes or corn meal, and sow im- 
mediately; rake in with a fine iron 
garden rake, very lightly; then roll 
smooth with a light roller will do. Cl»y 
soil should not be rolled much, and 
sandy loam should be rolled considera- 
bly. Where there is a clay soil sift ott 
about half an inch of line sand immedi- 
ately after sowing, which prevents th* 
surface from drying rapidly and fills 
the cracks as they occur. 


It' you wish to enrich the beds while 


the plants are growing, put about hall 
a bushel of refuse from the hen-roost in 


coarse sack and place in a barrel ot

water; in about twenty-four hours the 
water will be ready to use. Do all the 
sprinkling late in the afternoon.

The stable should be as large, com- 


pared to the number of horses to be ac- 
commodated, as circumstances will 
allow. A stable for six horses should 
riot bo less than forty feet in length nor 
less thah fourteen or fifteen feet wide. 
Ventilation should be provided by 
means of flues in the walls carried up 
a distance of three feet above the roof; 
those flues may be of brick, wood or 
galvanized iron, say six inches square, 
and iu a sliiblo the size of the above 
there should be two or three of these 
flues, running to the floor of the stable, 
and having openings flush with tho 
floor twelve inches wide and eighteen 
inches in height, covered with a grat- 
ing. 
Tho ventilating opening may, 


also, if preferred, be placed in the wall 
near the ceiling, but tho former has 
boon found to answer better. If there 
is a loft above, the ceiling Should be 
plastered; this prevents the foul air 
impregnating the hay above, and ad- 
mits of a coat of whitewash every 
spring or fall, which should never be 
omitted. There is no purifier better 
than lime, and no light expenditure of 
time or money that brings such good 
and quick results. There is a popular 
fallacy cherished, especially by grooms, 
that a hot stable is necessary to a 
glossy coat; the latter, it is thought, 
can not be attained without the former. 
If not, let the glossy coat go; and for 
that matter, we are not among those 
who deem a thin glossy coat of great 
value in cold weather. This might 
lead us to the subject of clipping, but 
we forbear, and simply say that nature 
gives to every animal a warmer coat 
as cold weather approaches. 
He who 


knows any thing of the horse, or cares 
any thing for his health or comfort, 
will not object to a coat a little longer 
—even a little roughened—when the 
keen wind whistles or the mercury 
creeps downward to zero and below.— 
Cor. Farm and Fireside.
